The time loss caused by industrial 
disputes was less in August than in 
the previous month, or in August last 
year, says the federal department of 
Gazelie. Seventeen disputes 
were in progress at some time during 


the month, involving 13,003 employees | 


and resulting in a time loss of 102,816 
working days. Corresponding figures 
for July were as follows: 16 disputes 
involving 12,882 work people and 320,- 
433 working days; and for August,
